And so, without further ado, we give you 
our 1957 catalogue—plainly printed in under- 
standable English. We appreciate your past 
orders and hope for a continuation of them.

Trays 


For several years we have been talking about planting seeds in 
trays and starting them inside, four to six weeks before they can be 
planted outside. From the comments we have had, it is evident that 
many others appreciate and use our idea. 


The trays we use are a light weight pressed wood, sort of a papier- 
mache. The tray is filled with good garden soil to about 3%4 of an inch 
from the top—there is a little ledge around the tray and we put the 
dirt up to that point. The seed is scattered on top of the dirt and the 
balance of the tray is filled with lake sand. The trays are easy to 
handle at all times. 


About three weeks after the seed is planted, you will begin to see 
the sprouts coming through. You can hold them inside for about three 
weeks after the leaves show—they do not have to be planted in the 
garden right away,—you can pick a day to suit yourself. 


Prepare a good seed bed in your garden, with the soil loose and 
friable. Put the trays right out in the patch, with the soil even with 
the top of the tray. Keep watered well throughout the summer and 
then be agreeably surprised in the fall when you dig them. 


The extra four to six weeks growth you have gained increases your 
size at least one size. If you have been used to getting sevens, you 
will find most of them sixes. The bigger bulb you can get from your 
seed increases your chance of having them bloom the following season 
considerably, and a years saving in time it takes to see a seedling 
bloom is a big help. 


BULBLETS 


We have found another use for these trays. The bulblets of some 
varieties are very hard to germinate. By planting the bulblets the 
same way we do the seed, it is possible to get a nice percentage of 
germination of those hard to germinate bulblets. It may take six to 
eight weeks for them to come through but they do come through 
ultimately, probably due to the fact that vou can keep them handy 
and water them daily. G. Dracocephalus the green colored specie glad 
has always been notorious for its refusal to germinate bulblets. We 
were able to get better than 50% germination by planting the bulblets 
in these trays, six to 10 weeks before we could have planted them 
outside. We almost gave up in despair before they started to show up, 
but ultimately, we had a nice stand. Several other varieties that are 
hard to germinate did the same. 


We have had a large number of repeat orders for these trays, 
showing that our results are being duplicated elsewhere. It is quite 
nice to see the shoots peeking through the soil early in the spring, 
even though there may be traces of snow on the ground outside. 


The price of the trays is not unreasonable, 10 for $1.00, 100 for $7.00. 
Ten trays will weigh approximately one pound, if included with your 
bulb shipment, or two pounds packed and shipped separately.

We have always worked on the premise that a high quality bulb 
is worth more than is a poorly grown bulb.

- It takes a little more care, fertilizer, irrigation and careful handling 
to get a high quality disease free bulb, and for that reason, our prices 
may be a little more than you can buy the same variety from some 
one else. Our bulbs are priced at a price that will give us a fair margin 
of profit and at the same time, permit us to sell disease free high 
quality bulbs. 

One of the big expense items has been the cost of shipping bulbs. 
To promise to prepay a shipment is all right but the man who is near- 
by pays part of the cost of the package going a long distance. If we 
have everyone pay transportation charges, then we can keep the price 
of our bulbs at a more reasonable figure. We are, therefore, asking 
that you include postage with your order. To arrive at the approxi- 
mate weight please use the following scale. Count the number of large, 
medium and small bulbs you order (50 large would weigh 8 pounds, 
50 medium would weigh 3 pounds, etc.) If you include too much post- 
age, we will make up the difference with extras.»

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EARLY ORDERS 


It is to your advantage to order early, with instructions to us as to 
when you want the shipment made. We have much better selections in 
January or February than we do in April; we have more free time to 
work filling orders when the ground is snow covered. Late March or 
early April is the time we start planting, and after that time, our 
stocks deplete rapidly. We can give each order much better atten- 
tion early in the season. Try to get your orders in early. You will 
help us a lot when you do. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included with all shipments. This will 
be the latest up to date information available, written by experts— 
published by the North American Gladiolus Council. 


SHIPPING 


We can ship any time within reason, when we ship by express. On 
most orders we start shipping in March, being careful to check the 
weather reports before we ship. We would appreciate your putting 
an approximate shipping date on the order to guide us—you know 
your general weather conditions better than we do. If you want 
something in a hurry, just say so, and we will do our best to get it 
going in a hurry. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We might as well be frank on the substitution situation. No one 
likes to substitute and no one likes to get a substitution, but there are 
certain limitations that are hard to overcome. A small 25c item that 
we cannot fill on an order makes it almost prohibitive to refund, and 
we would probably substitute. We will not substitute on anything but 
small items. On the early orders there is seldom any reason tc 
substitute and we do not run into much trouble until the middle or 
end of March. After that time it becomes increasingly difficult to 
fill all items as ordered. Therefore, on all orders received after March 
15th, unless you specifically request us not to do so, we will substitute 
size, but not varieties. After April 1st we will substitute size first 
and then varieties. You may be sure of one thing, though, we 
will give better value in the substitution than the one originally 
ordered. 


ARASAN 


We have again treated our bulbs with a mixture of Arasan and 
DDT. The bulbs are dusted when we bring them in from the field and 
again after they are cleaned. We find that we get an excellent control 
of disease from the Arasan and the DDT is, of course, just a precau- 
tionary measure to take care of any thrip that might have carried 
over on the bulbs. The bulbs are ready to plant in the field without 
further treatment on your part. We have made it a practice to dust 
all purchases with Arasan before we plant. 


A few bulbs in a bag, a spoonful or so of Arasan, shake well and 
you will find the bulbs well coated with the dust. Not too much work 
and a good control. No messy soaking and if planting is delayed, no 
harm done. We have eight ounce cans available for $1.00, and two 
pound cans for $3.25. Ohio purchasers please add 3% sales tax.

Good parents contribute a lot to the make up of Brown Lullaby. 

A light golden brown in the general overall effect, with a shading to a 


deep tan interior. The lower petals are high lighted with a red spot 
and all of the petals have a silver edging.

Each year seems to show a greater interest in the miniatures. More 
and more florists are beginning to appreciate the possibilities that 
only the miniatures have to offer in making up the smaller arrange- 
ments. The arrangers have appreciated their possibilities from the 
very start. Now with a wonderful selection of colors, floret shapes, 
face-ups, etc., there is a real opportunity for an artist. 


We are again repeating our suggestion from previous years—If you 
are going to use miniatures for arrangement work, you will need 
more than one or two bulbs of a particular variety.
